The new “attraction” is our re- 
cently completed Maintenance build- 
ing located directly behind the Ware- 
house. | 

It is 180 feet long, 160 feet wide 
and more than two stories high. 

It houses nine shops which were 
formerly scattered throughout the 
Maintenance shops of West Avenue. 
According to Tim Bunner having these 
shops under one roof is a real time 
Saver. | 

In our new building three or four 
shops can work on the same project at 
the same time. Before we had to move 
heavy items from shop to shop which 


sometimes involved loading and un- 
loading trucks. Now, a project such as 
an animated elephant or an Omnibus 
can be rehabed by several shops at 
once according to Tim. 

Shops in the new building include: 
Sound, Electrical and Air Condition- 
ing, Plumbing and Arcade Mechanics, 
Machine Shop, Animation, Shop Weld- 
ing, Service Garage and the mainte- 
nance warehouse. 

The building is divided by a 50 foot 
aisle which contains two 27^ ton elec- 
tric cranes. These cranes can pick up 
almost any heavy object, such as a 
jungle boat, and move it anywhere in 
the building. 


On the second floor is a brand new 
break area which includes à dressing 


room, 250 lockers, three showers and 
a battery of food vending machines. 
Even the time clocks are located inside 
so no one has to punch out in the rain. 

Also on the second floor are six 
maintenance offices and a plan room. 
All of the offices have window over- 
looking the shops below. 

According to Tim the completion 
of this building is "Phase One" of a 
tremendous project to centralize all 
the shops and crafts. 

"Phase Two," says Tim, "will be 
the construction of another building 
which will be more than twice the size 
of this building and include all the 
shops now located on West Street."
